HE Serting up and Uſe of Convex Lights in all publick Places, ( as the Bill : 
provides), extending, as well into the City of London as into all other Places for 
the time paſt hath been, and for the future will be, a great Prejudice. 


Firſt, To the Kingdom in General, as to all Owners and Farmers of Pafture and Feeding 
Grounds, by leſſening the Uſe and abating the Price of Tallow ; which being Prohibited to 
be Exported, the greateſt and almoſt whole Conſumption thereof confiſts in the making 
of Candles ; the Uſe and Expence of which will be greatly hindred, if thoſe Convex Glaſſes, 
or any other ſuch hike Lights, ſhall receive any Countenance ( tho not Injunction ) from 
the Publick Authority of the Nation ; for apt the Expence of at leaſt 65900 Dozen of 
Candles, in and about the City of Loudon, and in other Places where they ſhall be uſed 
proportionably, will be prevented, and by conſequence ſo much Tallow left uſeleſs, which 
muſt needs abate the value of Tallow, and ſo much in the Price of every Bullock and Shee 

proportionably. Andtho formerly great quantities of Tallow were Imported, which yet, wit 

the Engliſh Tallow, d1d but ſerve the Ule of the Kingdom; yet in the Year 1689. no more 
than 350 Tuns and 14 Hundred ; in the Year 1690, 127 Tun, 9 Hundred, 3 Quarters and 
13 Pound; in the Year 1691. 63 Tun and 11 Hundred; and to the 29th. of November, 1692. 
11 Tun, 5 Hundred, i Quarter and 14 Pound of Tallow, have been Imported, as appears 
by the Cu/fom Houſe Books, and ready to be proved. So thatfor want of the Vent of our own 
Engliſh Tallow, the Price thereof hath fallen a fourth part, or near thercabouts; And when the 
Tallow (which 15 ordinarily valued at 2! s. in a Fat Ox, and 3 s. 64. in a Fat Sheep,) /can- 
not find a Vent at home, (and abroad it muſt not be carried), it neceſſary falls the Price of 
every Fat Ox and Sheep to the value above, viz, 75. in a Fat Ox, and proportionable to 
a Fat Sheep. And 1t 15 not to be thought, that the Expence of ſo much Engliſh Rape Oyl, 
(if ſuch it be) as may ſerve their Convex, and other new fangled Lights, will bear any pro- 
portion to ſo great and National a loſs, as that of the Tallow hath been, and mult be, if the 


expence of Candles ſhall be diminiſhed, as of neceflity they muſt, if theſe new Lights: ob- 
tain the Countenance of a Parliament. 
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Secondly, To the Company of Tallow-Chandlers, in taking from them the Uſe of their 
Lawful Frade, to which they have Serv'd, and taken many Apprentices, and.made luicable 
' Proviſions for carrying on their Trades, for the ſubſiſtence of themſelves and Families, ha- 
ving been a Company in London about 230 Years, and have to their utmoſt, affiſted towards 
the ſupport of the Government, and carrying on the War againſt France, by lending con- 
{iderable Sams of Money, great part whereof is ſtill owing. For reckoning 64. per Dozen 
only for the making of 60000 Dozen of Candles, the Expence whereof, in and about London, 
by the uſe of theſe New Lights will be taken away. That alone, beſides the loſs to the 
Kingdom in the Tallow, brings a Loſs of about 1509 1, per annum, to the Tallow-Chandlers, and 


{o much is taken away from the Maintenance of themſelves and Families, and the Support 
of their lawful and honeſt Trades. 


Thirdly, To other Trades, as the Hornersin making of the Leaves for Lanthorns for burning 
Candles in, Butchers, Spinners and Twiſters of Cotton, whereof the 22th part is not uſed 1n 
Lamps which 1s in Candles, and muſt neceſflarily deprive great numbers of Perſons, that Live 
by thoſe Trades, of their Manitenance and Livelyhood.
